There was a conference on psychologi­ 
cal warfare in Washington. D, C., some 
time ago, at which a proposal was made 
that the Soviet Union and its satellites 
be stigmatized as aggressor nations and 
expelled from the United Nations. The 
suggestion was based on realism. 
The Communist nations are undoubted­ 
ly aggressors, disturbers of the world 
peace, murderers of American boys. They 
are out of place in a world organization 
ostensibly dedicated to keeping the inter­ 
national peace. But these psychological 
experts didn’t call for volunteers to bell 
that cat. They are afraid of such leader­ 
ship. 
If America had the backing of cour­ 
ageous allies, it mighh somehow, acquire 
the courage to take this step. But if this 
country proposed it to the UN. who would 
respond? Turkey and Greece, perhaps. 
The British fear even to take a strong 
stand in southeastern Asia where they 
have vast interests. They will do nothing 
to offend Red China. The French and 
the Italians coddle the Communists at 
home and veer away from any step that 
might offend Russia. 
The psychological warfare boys know 
the “Commies” ought to be denounced 
in plain terms and kicked out of respec­ 
table society, thus giving hope to enslaved 
peoples who do not want to continue to 
live under the dictators. But the free 
world lacks the courage to take the step 
which is so plainly indicated.

Physicians are often called to 
see young persons with collapse 
of the blood circulation. The pa 
tient is cold and clam m y, and 
seem s in shock. He m ay present 
quite a puzzle for the doctor, us­ 
ually showing none of the obvious 
forms of heart trouble. Yet, a 
heart operation m ay save him 
Most of these cases occur when 
the heart squeezed by the mem 
brane, or sac, enclosing it—the 
pericardium. Usually, this con 
striction comes from inflamma 
tion of the sac after a tubercular 
infection. 


The doctor can usually recog­ 
nize this condition when he lis­ 
tens to the heart and the sounds 
are faint. He also finds an enor­ 
mous amount of fluid collected in 
the abdomen, and the veins ap ­ 
pear dam m ed up, since the blood 
does not flow batt? to the heart 
as it should. 


As thfc infection grows worse, 
a large amount of fluid m ay col­ 
lect between the h eart and its 
sac. This com presses the heart, 
limits its action, and also limits 
the flow of blood to and from 
this organ. 


As time goes on, much scar 
tissue 
forms 
and 
m ay 
cause 
perm anent dam age. 
The 
blood 
pressure is usually greatly re ­ 
duced. 
An 
X-ray examination 


m ay show that the heart is en ­ 
larged and 
its 
motion 
greatly 
limited. A test with the electro­ 
cardiograph usually reveals som.> 
form of heart disease in these 
very young people. 


Acute Stage Symptoms 


In an acute infection of this 
type, there m ay be high fever, 
chills, shortness of breath, and 
rapid pulse. If allowed to pro­ 
gress to far, it becomes worse 
and worse until it causes death. 
During the acute stage, how­ 
ever, a surgeon can relieve the 
pressure by removing some of 
of the fluid in the sac surrounding 
the heart. Later, he can perform 
another operation in which he 
splits the breastbone to reach 
the heart. The pericardium is 
then stripped aw ay as much as 
possible so that no sca r tissue 
wnl form later. 
Most cases recover very well 
after this type of operation. These 
patients are saved from chronic 
invalidism and early death

Meets the Critics” 
show was that while the audience 
could hear the playback of Sena­ 
tor T aft’s voice, neither the sena­ 
tor nor I could hear it. 


L ater some very technical ex­ 
planation was m ade about some 
thing called a “ feed-back,” which 
w as nonsense, because if the can 
didate is 
to 
defend 
his 
con­ 
sistency he must know precisely 
w hat he is charged with having 
said. Yet it is a sound device, be­ 
cause it can force a candidate to 
be accountable for what he says 
Many of them have a way of sing 
ing m any tunes. 


The one weakness of both radio 
and television, so 
fa r as 
panel 
discussions are concerned, is the 
tim e factor. 
A question m ay be 
asked at the very end of the pro­ 
g ram , which a candidate cannot 
answ er because his tim e is cut 
off. The impression m ay be that 
he has failed to answ er or has 
been unwilling to answer. 


T here are clocks in all these 
studios and the questioners know 
that the program 
is on its way. 
There ought to be some method of 
not hurling a crucial question at 
a m an at the very end of a p ro­ 
gram , so that he can under no j 
circum stances answ er 
it

can reduce itself to a trick.

W arning Issued by 
Police Chief 


Eighty-five 
Ohio 
children 
lost 
their lives in pedestrian accidents 
during the past year, and 17 were 
killed in traffic accidents, while 
they were riding bicycles. 
The statistics of the Ohio State 
Safety 
Council do 
not 
separate 
these into urban and rural acci­ 
dents. But there were 67 child fa­ 
talities from 
motor 
vehicles 
in 
cities. This was 48 percent of all 
child traffic deaths 
Police Chief 
Vaiden 
Long 
be­ 
lieves that cities would show a 
higher percentage of child injur­ 
ies. The lower speeds of vehicular 
traffic in town are less likely to 
produce fatal injuries. More chil­ 
dren are on foot, and riding bi­ 
cycles, in the urban area increas­ 
ing the chance of collision between 
them and a motor vehicle. It is 
probable that at least 1,000 chil 
dren were injured in this way (lur 
ing last year. 
Chief Long says: “Three groups 
•—parents, children and drivers— 
can do a great deal to reduce 
these injuries. 
“ Parents can train children in 
safe practices, on foot and on bi­ 
cycles. 
“ Drivers can 
be 
more 
alert, 
more cautious in areas where chil 
dren may be about. 
“And children can realize that 
traffic officers and control devices 
should be obeyed. 
“The good example of parents 
m akes the most lasting im pres­ 
sion. If you cross streets only at 
intersections, your child will be 
inclined toward the sam e practice 
Teach him—by exam ple—always 
to stop at the curb, look both ways, 
before stepping into the street. 
“ Make no exception, for it could 
be that the first time he forgets 
would put him squarely in the path 
of a car. 
“Encourage play in areas where 
chasing a companion 
or 
a 
ball 
would not be likely to bring him 
into a street or alley. Keep skaters, 
scooters and coasters on the side­ 
walk—also 
younger 
cyclists—but 
train them to give the right of way 
to pedestrians. 
“ If necessary, impound t h e i r 
vehicles, confine the child to the 
yard, to impress on them early 
that violation of safety rules leads 
to penalty and suffering. The grief 
at such deprivation will be far less 
than that which an accident will 
produce. 
“ Motorists must recognize that a 
child is not predictable, that a 
single mom ent’s impulse m ay send 
him darting from safety into dan­ 
ger. Keep speeds well below legal

County Lagging 
In Bond Buying 


Now in 65th Place 
In State Standing 


Figures just released by Richard 
P. Ranking, Fayette County de­ 
fense bond chairman, reveal that 
purchases of U. S. T r e a s u r y 
bonds, series E, F and G, in Fay­ 
ette County, were 50 percent less 
in 1951 than in 1950. Statewide, the 
drop in sales was approximately 
24 percent. The results were com ­ 


piled by the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Cleveland. 


In 1950, Fayette Countians invest­ 
ed $395,585 in series E bonds and 
$392,811 in series F and G, making 
the county 55th in the state in total 
sales. In 1951, however, they pur­ 
chased $239,186 worth of E bonds 
and only $145,183 of series F and 
G, and dropped to 65th in the state, 
with a total of $384,369. 
Rankin added that this was not 
the entire picture, as the county 
dropped from 15th to 35th in the 
state in the ratio of redemptions 
of Treasury bonds to total sales In 
1950, bondholders redeem ed $73,753 
issue price of bonds, but in 1951 
they cashed in $411,972 of series 
E bonds alone, without regard to 
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series F and G, or alm ost twice 
the amount purchased. 
In the state as a whole, $221,- 
400,000 of E bonds and $44,500,000 
of F and G series were sold, com ­ 
pared with the 1950 figures of $224,- 
000,000 and $121,600,000, reflecting a 
great drop in the series F and G, or 
“investm ent” type bonds. 
Figures previously released for 
Fayette County for January, 1952, 
show that sales are running a little 
ahead of the 1951 figure.

Judge R. L. Brubaker 
Plans More Drastic 
Action Here 


It s 
the 
workhouse 
for intoxi 
cated drivers unless there is a 
sharp d ecrease in the num ber of 
offenders com ing 
into 
m unicipal 
court, Judge Robert L 
Brubaker 
indicated Friday. 


For w eeks the usual fine has 
been $250 and suspension of driving 
rights for one year, but this ap 
parently has failed to decrease the 
number of offenders. 


So far this month there have 
been 24 intoxicated drivers before 
Judge Brubaker, and four of these 
were at one session of court. 


Judge 
Brubaker 
believes 
that 
workhouse term s added to the fines 
and suspension of drivers rights 
for one year, m ay be much more 
effective than the present method 
of dealing with such offenders. 


“I don’t like to add the work­ 
house term , but if that is what it 
takes to break up so much driving 
while intoxicated, then I will be 
forced to do it,” rn the way Judge 
Brubaker sizes up the situation. 


Danger of causing serious a cci­ 
dents and death has been pointed 
out to offenders tim e after tim e, 
but still the num ber of intoxicated 
drivers has rem ained at a 
high 
level, and show s indications of in 
creasing. 


Judge 
Brubaker 
did 
not 
say 
when the new m ethod of dealing 
with intoxicated drivers goes into 
effect, but indicated it m ay be 
started at any tim e in the hope 
of sharply reducing the num ber of 
offenders. 


Judge 
Brubaker, 
in discussing 
the m atter, said that the law pro 
vides a 
m axim um of $500 fine 
and six m onths in the workhouse 
for intoxicated drivers, as well as 
suspension of their driving rights.
